Citizens Input

Mr. Ed Perkins who serves on the Grievance Committee of the Appeals Board of
the McKenzie Housing Authority made remarks concerning the safety of the
residents and the complex. He noted that some residents who shared their
grievances with the mayor should have first followed the appropriate grievance
procedure. The complainants should have first gone to the director, and if not
satisfied, then appealed to the board. Mr. Perkins said that many of the safety
concerns have been addressed with the new Chief of Police and several
suggestions and recommendations to improve safety came from their meeting.
Before his closing remarks he presented to the mayor and council a petition with
approximately 100 signatures of concerned citizens requesting the McKenzie City
Council vote to keep Mr. Wade Allen as a member of the McKenzie Housing



Authority and that his term of that board not be terminated. In closing, he said
the removal of Mr. Wade Allen from the board would crate controversy and
divisiveness.

Ms. Barbara Cooper, Executive Director of the McKenzie Housing Authority,
said it was a productive meeting of the residents with Chief Moates and Officer
Kim Barker concerning the safety procedures needed at the Housing Authority.
She concurred with many of the recommendations stated by Mr. Perkins.

Ms. Wade Allen, Mr. Wade Allen, Jr. and Mr. Chris Johnson were against what
had been done on the appointments. Mr. Wade Allen, Jr. also said it appears the
mayor was sidetracked and appointed who she wanted instead of who the people
wanted.

Ms. Rosland Winston, a resident of the Housing Authority expressed her
displeasure with the mayor. She wanted to know what the mayor had done for the
black people. She noted that the park improvements have all gone to parks other
than Mulberry Park. Mayor Holland construction on new sidewalks should start
along Walnut by early 2014. Government requirements have delayed the progress
of these grants which were started under Walter Winchester’s administration.
Mayor Holland also stated that Mr. George Nolen who serves on the Park’s and
Recreation Board along with other citizens have ideas on improving Mulberry
Park. Ms. Winston said most of the vandalism at the park is done by outsiders.
Ms. Winston stated most of the city’s improvements are in downtown, of which
the mayor responded that research shows many people or companies with an
interest in location to a city will visit downtown. McKenzie’s downtown looks
like a warehouse district; therefore the downtown area is going through a period
of redevelopment.

Councilperson Lankford gave the monthly park & recreation report.

Mayor Holland reminded everyone the Southern Fried Food and Sweet Tea
Festival is this weekend, August 16" & 17" with a lot of planned activities and
food.
